China Begins Mourning Period 


HONG KONG (UPI) — China 
began a period of m ourning 
today for Mao Tse-tung, the 
fa rm e r’s son who becam e one 
of the world’s g reatest revolu­ 
tionaries and founder of what 
he called the “ New C hina” 27 
years ago. 
Mao, who died early T hurs­ 
day at the age of 82, was the 
last — and most revered — of 
the “ big three” leaders of the 
Chinese Communist revolution 
to die this year. 
The 
death 
of 
Mao, 
the 
supreme ruler of one q u arter of 


mankind, was almost certain to 
deepen a divisive power strug­ 
gle that he launched early this 
year after Prem ier Chou En-lai 
died of cancer. 
Marshal Chu Teh, the other 
m em b er of the “ big th r e e ” 
leaders who led the epic Ixmg 
March of Communist guerrillas 
and eventually 
defeated 
the 
Nationalist Chinese forces, died 
July 6. 
Government and party lead­ 
ers 
called 
for 
unity 
and 
immediately declared they will 
continue the policies Mao laid 


down in domestic and foreign 
affairs. 
But it appeared a tumultuous 
struggle was in the making, 
with Prem ier Hua Kuo-feng, 
Mao's potential successor and 
now the highest-ranking govern­ 
ment leader, seeking to hold his 
status against more conserva­ 
tive opponents.

Mao's death will strengthen the 
hand of the moderates advocat­ 
ing less political struggle and 
more emphasis on the econo

Win Budget Debate 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
Democrats in Congress won the 
great debate over the budget 
hands down 
In fact, when it 
came to the 
final 
moment, 
there was almost no debate. 
The House, by a vote of 227 to 
151 Thursday, approved $413 2 
billion 
in 
spending 
by 
the 
federal 
government 
for 
the 
fiscal year beginning Oct. I 
The Senate, by a vote of 55 lo 
23. approved $412 8 billion. 
A 
House-Senate conference 
committee planned to iron out 
relatively 
minor 
differences 
between 
the 
two 
proposed 
budgets and 
send 
the 
final 
version back to faith houses for 
final passage next week 
Both the House and Senate 
version call for about $19 billion 
more in spending than Presi 
dent Ford proposed in January 
and some $14 billion more than 
Ford's 
budget 
revised 
at 
midyear, which reflected some 
congressional 
decisions 
Ford 
had opposed 
The House and Senate ver­ 
sions include virtually all the 
money 
Ford 
requested 
for 
defense, more than he asked 
for jobs and other domestic 
programs, and they reject $10 
billion 
in 
new 
tax 
cuts he 
proposed 
All year long. Ford and his 
aides had told Congress the 
budget it was fashioning would 
run 
the

M any people who feel they m ight buy insurance or 
a private pension plan th a t’s better than social 
security a re unaw are of m any of the benefits of the 
social security program . 
According to Ronald L. Talley, D istrict M anager of 
the Richm ond Social Security Office, social security 
is m ore than a program th at pays retirem ent 
benefits. And m any people a re unaw are of w hat those 
program s are. 
Social security also pays benefits to w orkers who 
becom e disabled, and to the survivors of deceased 
workers. Also, M edicare—which is adm inistered by 
Social Security-helps pay the health care expenses 
of disabled people under the age of 65 as well as those 
over the age of 65. 
A pproxim ately one-fourth of the th irty -two million 
people now receiving social security benefits a re 
under the age of retirem ent. 
Social security is for the en tire fam ily. A look a t the 
specific benefits paid by the program shows how 
social security works to protect the fam ily unit. M any 
benefits a re have nothing to do with retirem ent. 
Benefits include paym ents to eligible w orkers if 
they have unm arried children under the age of 18, or 
under the age of 22 if they a re still full-tim e students 
in school, unm arried children of any age who w ere 
disabled before the age of 22 and who continue to be 
disabled. 
Wives can also benefit from the social security 
program . F or instance, a w ife or dependent husband 
can receive benefits if they a re 60 or over, or a wife 
under the age of 62 caring for a child either under 18 
or any age if disabled before the age of 22 getting a 
benefit dependent upon the w orker’s earning record. 
Widows and widowers can also receive benefits. 
Any widow or dependent widower can receive 
benefits if they are eligible and 60 or over, or any 
widow, widow er or surviving divorced m other of any 
age caring for a child either under 18 or any age if 
disabled before 22 getting a benefit based on the 
record of the deceased w orker, or disabled widow or 
widower who is dependent, startin g at age 50. 
A dependent parent over the age of 62 can also 
receive social security benefits. 
Social security checks go out every m onth to one 
out of seven people in the nation. Nine out of ten 
children 18 y ears of age and th eir m others and fathers 
can count on m onthly benefits if the fam ily bread­ 
winner dies.

Benefits generally am ount to m uch m ore than the 
w orker’s contribution to social security, and social 
security benefits are inflation-proof. U nder the law, 
they increase autom atically to keep up with the cost 
of living. 
Social security pays out 98 cents in benefits for 
every dollar of contributions collected. Only 2 cents 
goes tow ard the cost of adm inistering the program s. 
The operating expenses of p rivate life insurance 
com panies in 1973 (the latest y ea r for which the in­ 
form ation w as available) am ounted to about 17 cents 
of each dollar of income. 
But even with if s broad ran g e of benefits, social 
security is not intended to rep lace private insurance. 
Social security w as designed to be a floor of earnings 
protection, a base on which individuals could plan and 
build financial security for them selves and their 
fam ilies w ith private insurance, savings, and other 
investm ents. Social security and private insurance 
work best when they work together.

TTiere are, however, excellent 
plastic surgeons and general 
surgeons in your own com­ 
munity. Your problem should 
be presented to them and to

The possibility that you have 
a recurring "staph" infection 
must be considered.

When these are picked with or 
without a handkerchief, these 
germs set up housekeeping and 
cause repeated boils iii the nose. 
Frequently lubrication of the 
nose with light vaseline or baby 
mineral oil can prevent crusting 
and dryness In addition, the 
use of steam inhalation for a 
few moments each morning and 
night may be beneficial. Good 
nasal hygiene is the most im­ 
portant factor in preventing the 
recurrence of these annoying 
infections.

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Mild Outbreak

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Indiana, by 
standards of past years, would now be 
having an epidemic of ‘‘sleeping sickness," 
but so far it is only a mild outbreak 
compared with last year’s unprecedented 
rash of cases. 
There has been just one confirmed case of 
the potentially deadly St. Louis encephalitis 
so far this year in Indiana, although there 
are 35 “suspected” cases under investigation 
by the state Board of Health. 
Some of these cases probably will be 
confirmed as encephalitis later, and there 
undoubtedly will be more “suspected” cases 
added to the list. But health officials are 
keeping their fingers crossed, hoping the list 
does not shoot upward as it did a year ago. 
It takes several weeks to medically 
confirm the presence of encephalitis. 
With only a few exceptions, Indiana in 
years prior to 1975 recorded only one case 
annually 
of the St. 
Louis 
variety of 
encephalitis, 
a 
disease 
carried 
b y 
mosquitoes 
which 
affects 
the 
nervous 
system of humans when bitten. 
But last year the official statistics showed 
323 confirmed cases and 17 fatalities in 
Indiana. These were the reported cases. 
There could have been two or three times as 
many cases which never found their way 
into health records. 
Dr. Richard Telle, state epidemiologist, 
said Wednesday it “doesn’t take a genius to 
see we’re much better off than a year ago.” 


But Telle would be the first to add a note 
of caution — there are still mosquitoes 
among us, and they will remain on the 
Hoosier scene until frost kills them off. 
It was a year ago this week that the 
epidemic hit its 1975 peak — 150 cases had 
developed by the Sept. 9-11 period. The 323 
confirmed cases 
involved persons who 
developed the disease between July 28 and 
Oct. ll. 
In all, state health officials examined 
more than 1,000 blood specimens in their 
Indianapolis laboratories — the heaviest 
crunch of testing ever in the lab’s history. 
Coincidentally, the first 1976 confirmed 
case was diagnosed on July 28—but so far it 
is the only one this year. 
It involved a middle-age Sullivan County 
woman, who was net identified. But her case 
was not fatal. She is home from the hospital 
and “doing well,” Telle said. 
But the discovery of the case prompted 
the Board of Health to send a team into 
Sullivan County for a two-day field study. 
“We 
uncovered 
heavy 
breeding 
o f 
mosquitoes in a few areas and took steps to 
eradicate them,” Telle said. 
Many of the counties hit hard by the 
disease last year undertook mosquito control 
programs this year, apparently with a good 
deal of success. 
Telle said the 35 “suspected" cases so far 
this year are scattered around Indiana, 
indicating there probably will be no major 
local outbreaks of ‘.ne encephalitis.

Passion for Peace. Paul wrote: “But as to 
the times and the seasons, brethren, you have 
no need to have anything written to you. For 
you yourselves know well that the day of the 
Lord will come like a thief in the night. When 
people say, ‘There is peace and security,’ 
then sudden destruction will come upon them 
as travail comes upon a woman with child, 
and there will be no escape.” (I Thess. 5:1-3). 
World leaders have gathered more times in 
this generation in search of peace than they 
did during all the ages past. Presidents 
campaign on a peace platform and identify 
their administrations with their passion for 
peace. It is strange indeed that with twelve 
times more power in our nuclear warheads 
than is necessary to destroy all living 
creatures on earth, man can still neither 
renounce war nor find peace. 
At their Second Assembly of the World 
Future Society in June, 1975, in Washington, 
D.C., the men and women lamented the lack 
of effective leadership available in the next 


quarter century to head off rapidly escalating 
problems. They warned that the sheer weight 
of high-speed communications during the 
next two decades might produce a second 
“tower of Babel" in collecting and trans­ 
mitting much information while failing to 
comprehend what it all means. They worried 
over modern man’s ability to strike a balance 
between the world’s teeming population and 
the earth’s shrinking resources, and the time 
remaining to find a way to resolve the critical 
question They gave some thought to the 
global crises that may include nuclear 
terrorism, oil wars, widespread famines and 
political revolution. And when it was over the 
great students of the future reached a con­ 
sensus that humanity will survive, despite 
great dangers, because of man’s historic will 
to cope with perils. One thing that the 
futurists, the political leaders of the world, 
and many religionists do not seem to know is 
that there can never be peace without the 
Prince of Peace.

Our renovated Bangor plant will 
produce aluminum die castings 
along with zinc and finishing 
operations will be confined to 
painting. 
We are also con­ 
sidering the possibility of ex­ 
truding aluminum products at 
the Bangor plant.”
